Washing ton, Feb. 20.—The detailed 
accounts of the overthrow of former 
President Maaero of Mex ico and the 
circumstances by which his downfall 
was accomplished, tog ether with sub­ 
sequent events in the Mex ican capital, 
served to increase the pessimism felt 
in Washing ton when it was learned 
that General Huerta had been pro­ 
claimed provisional president. 
The 
treachery with which the dispatches 
from Mexico reeked broug ht ex pres­ 
sions of disg ust from officials in Wash­ 
ing ton. 
Many in Washing ton who have hith­ 
erto ex pressed trust and confidence in 
Mex ico and her i>eople maintained 
that the series of betray als and ex ecu­ 
tions accompany ing the downfall of 
Madero would indict the Mex ican peo­ 
ple before the world. Many who have 
hitherto been opposed to intervention 
in Mexico predicted that the latest 
events in Mex ico City would ultimate­ 
ly prove to have done more to bring 
intervention nearer than any thing else 
that lias occurred. 
At the state department, of course, 
the officials were unwilling to voice 
such views. 
It is known, however, that the ad­ 
ministration reg ards the outcome of 
the Diaz revolt as far from presenting 
a fair prospect of better thing s in Mex­ 
ico. 
Even in official circles, however, 
the disg ust felt at the boastful mes­ 
sag e received from General Huerta 
was ill-concealed. 
General Huerta’s 
messag e, 
which 
was 
addressed 
to 
President Taft, follows: 
“I have the honor to inform y ou 
that I have overthrown this g overn­ 
ment. 
The forces are with me, and 
from now on peace and prosperity will 
reig n.’’ 
It is putting it mildly to say that 
President Taft and his advisers are 
most skeptical of General Huerta's 
assurances that "peace and prosperity 
will reig n.’’ 
Even to those familiar 
with the way s of Latin American rev­ 
olutions. General Huerta’s messag e 
seemed most distasteful in view of the 
fact that to the Ang lo-Sax on mind his 
action appears to have been simply 
that of betray ing his chief.

In view' of the disturbing elements j 
in the situation in Mexico, the United j 
States is not relax ing its vig ilance nor 
rescinding any of the orders for the !

ico. 
The downfall of President Madero 
has checked the ex odus of Americans 
and other foreig ners from Mexico, ac­ 
cording to advices to the state depart­ 
ment today .

Cruz reported this morning that scores 
of Americans who had fled from Mex­ 
ico City cancelled 
their steamship 
booking s for the United States on 
learning of the overthrow' of the Ma­ 
dero g overnment.

With these reductions de­ 
ducted from the total increases, the 
actual additions written into the bill 
amount to $22,300. 
The bill passed the house on Feb. j 
13, and it will now be sent back there 
with the amendments inserted.

Mexico City . Feb. 20.—The execu­ 
tio n o f Gustavo Madero . a bro ther o f 
the dep o sed p resident, was almo st the 
first act o f the military dictato rship 
established by General Huerta and 
General Diaz. 
Gustavo Madero was 
sho t to death in the arsenal after Hu­ 
erta and Diaz had disco vered amo ng 
the p rivate p ap ers o f Francisco I. Ma­ 
dero a list indo rsed "Tho se who o ught 
to die." 
The list co ntained the names o f 
twenty -two o f Mexico ’s best-kno wn 
statesmen who had incurred the ill- 
favo r o f the Madero factio n. 
Up o n it 
were the names o f Francisco De La 
Barra, Manuel Calero . Dr. Vasquez 
Go mez and o thers who p ro bably wo uld 
have been executed had Madero been 
able to co nquer General Felix Diaz. 
The disco very actuated the dictato rs 
to relentless severity . 
Fo llo wing the 
custo m o f such go vernments, they 
merely turned Gustavo Madero lo o se 
within the co urty ard o f the arsenal 
and the so ldiers riddled him with bul­ 
lets. 
It was the ap p licatio n o f the 
grimmest iro nical measure kno wn to 
man—the law' o f the fugitive, "Ley 
De Fuga.” 
Freed o f bo nds and guards, tantaliz­ 
ed by the ho p e o f liberty , the bro ther 
o f the o verthro wn p resident w*as as 
much do o med as if he had been p laced 
blindfo lded with his back to a dead 
wall. The first step he to o k drew the 
fire o f rifles fro m every directio n. 
It 
was blandly anno unced that an enemy 
o f the rep ublic had attemp ted to es­ 
cap e. 


Doome d From the Sta rt. 


Fro m the first mo ment o f the suc­ 
cess o f the revo lt, it was certain that 
Gustavo Madero wo uld be killed. The 
enemies o f his bro ther regarded him 
as the evil genius o f Mexico . 
They 
credited him with mo st o f Francisco 
I. Madero s mo st unp o p ular actio ns. 
They charged him with lo o ting the 
treasury . 
I,ate at night Huerta transferred 
Gustavo Madero fro m the natio nal p al­ 
ace to the arsenal. 
The co urty ard o f 
the Ciudadela was filled w ith the so l­ 
diers o f Diaz. 
Madero w’as released 
o nce he had been taken to the co urt­ 
y ard. Immediately he was sho t do wn 
by the so ldiers o n guard. It was given 
o ut that he was sho t while attemp ting 
to escap e, and that the Ley De Fuga 
had been ap p lied to him as a military 
necessity . There is, ho wever, no mis­ 
co ncep tio n as to the grim iro ny o f this 
p hrase. So uth o f the Rio Grande go v­ 
ernments have had a habit o f ridding 
themselves, by means o f the "law o f 
the fugitive.” o f dangero us o r o bno x­ 
io us p riso ners. It is hardly likely that 
the bro ther o f the p resident will be 
the last victim o f the dictato r's legal 
jo ke. 
Gustavo 
Madero 
was thirty -eight 
y ears o ld. two y ears y o unger than his 
bro ther Francisco , and next to Fran­ 
cisco the o ldest o f the nine so ns o f 
Francisco Madero , sr. 
In the early 
day s o f the revo lutio n whereby Fran­ 
cisco Madero ro se to the chair o f Diaz, 
Gustavo w as in New Yo rk wo rking be­ 
hind the scenes, while Francisco led 
the fight in the field. 
Having success­ 
fully ended nego tiatio ns, p resumably 
relating to mo ney , arms and p o wder, 
Gustavo returned in Ap ril, 19 11, to 
San Anto nio , Tex., and later aided the 
revo lutio n in Mexico itself. 
One o f the first acts o f the Madero 
administratio n was the p ay ment o f 
600,000 p eso s to bro ther Gustavo fo r 
exp enses incurred in the up rising. 


Ex -Pre s ide nt to Be Ex ile d. 
Arrangements have been co mp leted 
fo r the exiling o f Francisco I. Madero , 
fo rmer p resident. He will be taken to 
Vera Cruz and will sail fro m there fo r 
so me p o rt in Euro p e.
